A few needle and spindle 
factories in north Bohemia were united and put under the Juris- 
diction of the Igla plant. A factory in Krasna Lipa /5054N- 
1431E7 was transferred to Ceske Budejovice. (Pnu) PATLOKA, 
former textile machinery expert at the Bata Works in Gottwaldov, 
was production manager at the Igla Plant.

There were several factories for production of textile machines 
of different kinds in Chrastava. One of them produced automatic 
spooling machines for cotton weft . I do not remember the names 
of the factories there.
